sons in Ohio some time ago, and 
reported in your Journal. I regret 
to Inform TOO that three deaf-mutes 
in this city came nearly getting killed 
at different times not long ago. Their 
names are Hon K. Rrown, Napoleon 
Dnfresne, ami a married deaf-mute 
lady, whose name is withdrawn, for 
fear her husband would scold her. 
It would be too tedious to describe 
to you as to how those careless mutes 
escaped from death. Sufficient to say 
that they felt very thankful to the 
merciful Lord for it. I have often 
converting with many deaf mate 1 

friends in regard to walking on tho 
railroad, which is very dangerous, 
especially to the silent people. I 
regret to say some of them often ex- 
pressed a wish to take a few miles' 
walk on the railroad before a train 
arrivod at the next station, solely for 
the raving a few cents or dollars. 
(), how .absurdly ridiculous it is, and 
how foolish they are to expose them- 
selves to danger, and even discourage 
life insuranei' companies from take 
risks on their lives. It would be useless 
for them to insure the lives of mutes 
until I law is passed similar to 
that of England. Is it not astonish- 
ing to see how careful and thought- 
ful those English doaf-mutes an 
am sure it will bo .1 good lesson to 
us in this country, and if we follow 
their example it will be tho means 
of saving much suffering among the 
deaf mines and their friends.

"Oscar 
Wilde," "Mormonism," "Why Are 
Women More Ready With Questions 
Then Ment" "Woman's Rights," and 
" Arctic Exploration*" In a very 
few minutes the young men had writ- 
ten on the subject assigned, the readi 
ness and brilliancy of their responsos 
occasioning genuine astonishment. 

Dr. (lallaudet then introduced Mr.

He choso " "Washington " as the 
snbjeot Of his leoture, and remarked 
that no apology was necessary, as the 
preceding day was the birthday of 

the immortal George Washington. 

Before beginning the lecture, Dr. 
Pee* gave a brief outline of the me- 
thod of instruction pursued at the 
New York Institution, which greatly 

interested those present. Be snowed 

that different methods must be em- 
ployed in instructing semi-mutes ami 
■leaf mutes, and those in the primary 
department. 

lie had no faith in instruct ion 
by the articulation method only, and

After tho salute, the members of the 
Introductory Class went through the 
chest weight exercises ami were warm- 
ly applauded for tho regularity of 
their motions. Then followed the 
dumb bell drill, wbicb was given by 
twenty-four students from the four 
college classes, under the direction of 
Mr. .1. J. Chickering, the instructor 
in gymnastics. The ealisthenie drill 
surprised and delighted all by the 
I time that was kept up 
throughout ; the various motions be- 
ing performed as if the platoon was 
one great machine. Throughout the 
drill, the President expressed great 
interest, and wondered at the pro- 
ficiency attained. 

Upon the completion of the drill, 
tho company repaired to the main 
college buihiiner, which was a perfect 
blaze of magniliconce.

(Applause.) 

One of the pleasantest spectacles

(Applause.) That we in our silence 
should bo susceptible to their charms 
need not excite surprise, for what can 
be more ivinning or endearing than 
\H. (Applause.) Like all young 
men, we can and do appreciate their 
encouraging smiles, ami feel ourselve* 
ennobled by the thought that their 
softening sympathy is with us. 

In conclusion, in behalf of my fel- 
low students, permit me to extend to 
you all a heartfelt welcome, and to 
express the hope that to-night's events 
may bring as much pleasure if o each 
of you as it leaves with us whom you 
have so highly honored. (Applause.) 
Of this speech the Evening Star re- 
marked : "Mr. Thos.
